The Windsor, Ont., syndicate plans to run 
sixty days this year, a spring meeting of thirty 
days from April 20 to May 21, and one similar 
late summer racing term.

Emperor, the horse so long associated with 
Pierre Lorillard’s Rancocas stud, has been 
“swapped” for two brood mares to F. D. Weir 
of the Pleasant Valley Stock Farm in New Jer- 
sey.

"authorities” — none too good in a general way.
